"A general complaint has been go- 
ing throughout the county on the 
vi-eiKhls the farmers received on their 
livi-.stnck at the hands of the Pearl 
Packing Company, better known as 
the Yonker's place. The matter was 
reported to the State Farm Bureau 
Fedoratton, Lexington, Ky. and that 
organitatkm took it up with the In- 
diana Federation, and brought the 
investigation, which is as follows. 

"On .May lOlh, I received a letter 
from GcniTrey Mnran, I.«ington, Ky.. 
.Secretaiy nf the State Farm Bureau, 
witli a copy of another letter enclosed 
from Mr. II. C. Reid of the Indiana 
Federation of Farmara Aaaodatkin 
of Indianapolis, Ind., asking him to 
meet the Scale Inspector at Madiaon 
on Monday night. May 24th. On ac- 
count of previous cntragements Mr. 
Morgan could nut meet him and asked 
iiu- to represent him. also to make 
arrHnrements for some stock to be 
wei^^hvli which together with Secre- 
Ury J. L. Luckett, I did. 

"After meeting tba Inspector, Mr. 
White of ShelbyvUle, Ind., he aug- 
gested that we come to the Kentucky 
side Tuesday inoniiiig and tested a 
scale on which to weigh three calves 
lieing hauled by the Bedford Truck 
consigned by .M. E Sanders. M. T. 
Kisher and Thwdore f'ersell lo the 
Pearl Packing Co. Mr. White came 
to the Kmtaeky aide and taatad the 
three abova mentioned calves, h>adad 
same back in the truck, and followed 
them to the Pearl Packing Company's 
scale, where they were weighed twen- 
ty-tive minutes later by (!us Yonkers 
in person. Immeadiately after the 
calves had been weighed and the 
Uvkete for aame iaaucd. Mr. White, 
tha Indiana Scale and WalgM In- 
spector who was waiting juat on tha 
eulaid*, walked i« and calM for the 
ticketa and when examined found 
thcni to ho twenty poiiiiU:. short. 

"Mr White demanded that the 
calves lie re- weighed, without teat- 
inn or changing the scale in any way.
